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Benson and the

Ezra Taft Benson, secretary of 
agriculture, a man of great piety 
and a leader of the Mormon 
Church, is trying to do all of that 
for American agriculture. 


Politically, he has become the 
boy standing on the burning deck. 
It is not quite true that all but 
him have fled. The President of 
the United States stands with him. 
And he can be, and is, a lot of 
company. But when it all adds 
up, the practical politics of the 
times seems to call for Benson’s 
resignation for the benefit of the 
party as a whole. The GOP pros- 
pects are not too good for 1958. 

But it is odd what variety of 
opinion there is when one checks 
in at the source. Outside Wash- 
ington, particularly in the agri- 
cultural areas, Mr. Benson is the 
devil of the situation. Here in 
Waghington, where finally all 
aspects of public opinion come to 
roost, one encounters considerable 
evidence of Benson support. 


Benson Defense 


On the day the President was 
telling a delegation of Midwest 
farm organization men at the 
White House that he could not 
agree to their demands that Ben- 
son be asked to resign, eight Re- 
publicans spoke in the House in 
defense of him. 

Six of these represented large 
urban areas. Two were from 
Ohio, which is rich with agricul- 
ture and industry. City dwellers 
everywhere are less and less 
happy about price supports which 
they equate, especially in these 
days of recession, with high food 
prices. 

There are dangerous seeds here 
which will make us prey to other 
hastening ills if they are widely 
sown. The farmer equates high 
hourly wages with his own high 
costs for machines, supplies and 
labor. 

One of the unusual facts of our 
political life, and one which so 
puzzles the European visitor, is 
that labor and the farmer are so 
rarely on the same side po- 
litically. 

Today one may see the situation 
in two aspects. Never before have 
the farmers been so divided. The 
sémewhat surprising fact is that 
Secretary Benson has strong sup- 
port from large segments of farm- 
ers who must consume the farm 
products which enjoy high sup- 
port prices. This applies to the 
great cattle, hog and poultry area 
of the Midwest where feeders 
must buy price-supported grain. 


City Consumers 


Add these to the city consum- 
ers who have learned what sup- 
ports cost in taxes, and food 
prices, and it means Benson is 
not so alone as he sometimes 
seems. 

Secretary Benson’s office re- 
ports that while the thunder rum- 
bles and the lightning flashes in 
the Congress, the mail is running 
about 90 per cent favorable to 
the Benson policy— which the 
President supports. 

What really emerges is a pic- 
ture of the changing America. At 
the time the war began between 
the states—and there are people 
living who saw it and recall that 
tragic event—the farm population 
of this country was about 65 per 
cent of the total. 

Today, that 65 per cent is down 
to a surprising 12 per cent. And 
even that percentage is not 
united. 

Today, the farm bloc — which 
once made the Congress tremble 
—is but a hollow shell of its old

$8,199.36 for furnishing street sur- 
facing materials. The project, 
which had an estimated cost of 
$8,802.94, was listed as 93 per 
cent complete on Oct. 31, 1956. 
But for some reason the final pay- 
ment was never made. 


AN AFFIDAVIT 


The Atlanta Constitution has an 
affidavit charging that City of 
Baxley and State Highway equip- 
ment were used on projects for 
which Dunn was paid as a private 
contractor. The affidavit is signed 
by William H. Branch, Baxley 
chief of police and superintend- 
ent of city streets. 

DeLaigle- Lanier Construction 
Co. has been paid about $110,- 
000 under the state contracts 
with the City of Baxley. Much of 
the work for which DeLaigle-La- 
nier was paid has not been done.

fgsembly Accepts 
Chance To Serve 


The State Senate investigating com- 
mittee which convenes today, despite poli- 
ticg and charges of politics, can perform a 
redl service if it attempts to get to the 
bottom of scandals and rumors of scan- 
dals already openly discussed. 

It is regrettable that Gov. Griffin 
chose to order his administration leaders 
not to appear before the committee. That 
in itself will react against the governor 
politically. It supports those who maintain 
that if nothing is wrong there should be no 
objections to testifying. 

The burgeoning highway scandals, for 
instance, should get a thorough airing. 
Revelations already show an incredible 
laxity in handling the taxpayers’ funds. 
Sen. Sanders, who headed a committee 
which looked into the rural roads author- 
ity-program, gave us a hint in his report 
on that of how the highway program has 
been run. 

It perhaps is too much to ask that the 
committee, which has been classified as 
a “watchdog” committee, go thoroughly 
into the matter of economy in govern- 
ment. Time is short and the governor has 
refused it funds. Then, too, it is not a 
joint legislative committee and has no 
staff to assist it. 

But if the next General Assembly 
seriously is interested in reasserting the 
authority of the legislative branch in the 
scheme of things, it will go over the en- 
tire governmental setup with such a thor- 
oughness as we have not seen in more 
than three decades. The next governor, In 
fact, would gain great stature in leading 
and supporting such a move. 

But right now the “watchdog” com- 
mittee has its work cut out. It should have 
no difficulty at all if it just follows its 
nose. And it can, as the committee in- 
vestigating the insurance rate hikes has 
dofie, come up with some surprising reve- 
lations looking toward corrections of 
abuses of the public interest. 

Incidentally, those who have read the 
accounts of the insurance hearings Tues- 
day can form their own opinions. 

Yt is not too likely after those hear- 
ings that many will agree with Mr. Cra- 
vey’s description of Rep. Twitty's han- 
dling of the probe: “His action stinks. 
Even the insurance commissioner's call- 
ing on the ghost of Eugene Talmadge will 
not eradicate the smell of how he’s been 
rumning the insurance department. 

It is high time that those connected 
with the executive branch of government 
discovered the functions of the legisla- 
tive. Let us hope the latter finally and 
pefmanently comes into its own.

Requires Discretion 


Establishment of sound, equitable re- 
tirement plans for career public servants 


ruled that in the case in question the 
extra dollar amounted to a tax, not a 
fee, and the General Asseinbly is with- 
out authority to levy a tax for payment 
of monetary benefits to retired crdinaries. 

Peace officers, too, have encountered 
great difficulties in attempting to make 
their pension fund financially sound. Its 
dependence upon a percentage of court 
fines doesn’t set well, a condition which 
was aggravated when the recent General 
Assembly raised the scale on the amounts 
to be so allocated. 

The arrangement smacks too much of 
being another name for the fee system 
under which officers’ income is deter- 
mined by the number of arrests they 
make. 

While recognizing the need for re- 
tirement plans for eligible public officials 
and employes, we do think that discre- 
tion must be used in finding the source 
to finance such funds.

Florence Accident Is 
Reminder of the Times 


The unhappy accident in which an 
unarmed A-bomb fell from a B47 onto a 
farm near Florence, S.C., is a grim re- 
minder of the times in which we live. 

It is well enough to criticize the Air 
Force for carelessness with a dangerous 
weapon. But superficial criticism does 
not erase the reason why the bomber 
held the A-weapon nor why there may 
have been carelessness. 

First and foremost, U.S. bombers are 
aloft with atomic and hydrogen bombs 
for a very good reason—to assure this 
country’s ability to retaliate in case of 
surprise attack with missile warheads 
and other nuclear weapons. This retalia- 
tory power in the air at all times is the 
deterrent upon which we must depend 
until we have missiles and rockets in 
equal quality and quantity with the Rus- 
sians. 

Our folly in permitting the Russians 
to gain superiority in missiles and equal- 
ity in air power with their potential of 
destruction of all our bases and cities— 
even the bulk of our population —has 
brought us to this point. We must keep 
nuclear armed planes in the air to offset 
probable destruction of our bases. 

But to indicate the difficulty of the 
Air Force in trying to man its bases and 
aircraft with the specialists required for 
today’s intricate weapons, it should be 
pointed out again that the Strategic Air 
Command has lost a great deal of its 
efficiency because of loss of personnel. 
It spends a great deal of its time and 
energy in training crews to man and 
maintain such aircraft as the B47. 

Look magazine reported last week 
that 900 Strategic Air Command crews 
recently were unprepared for combat be- 
cause at least one of the officers of each 
crew had left the Air Force. This does 
not take into account the highly skilled 
personnel who must keep the craft flying 
and arm them with nuclear weapons. 

This country’s survival potential hangs 
by a slender thread and this depends 
upon trained men for whom there is no 
substitute. Whenever we realize that fact 
and begin to face the problems of build- 
ing career forces for handling today’s in- 
tricate weapons, such incidents as that at 
Florence, 8.C., will become all the more 
unlikely.

Georgia journalism lost one of its 
most respected and capable writers when 
William O, Key died. 

During his career he worked on The

conference. From responsible sources here, is it possible to cut 
through this mist and get a clearer picture? 


I have tried and offer the fol- 
lowing report based on conversa- 
tions with those who are closest 
to the facts. 


The Soviets want a summit con- 
ference and hope they can have 
one without any serious advance 
preparation. 

The Americans want a summit 
conference and are ready to have 
one if there is serious and mod- 
erately successful advance prep- 
aration. 

To judge the outlook two ques- 
tions have to be answered: Can 
the gap between the Soviet and 
Western positions — Moscow 
against and Washington for seri- 
ous advance preparation — be 
bridged?

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla.—The 
Navy Vanguard crew made an- 
other fruitless attempt Wednes- 
day to launch a satellite test ve- 
hicle. : 

The latest in a succession of 
postponements put the three- 
stage rocket more than two weeks 
behind its original firing date. 
The next launching attempt was 
not expected before Friday, at 
the earliest. 

Wednesday's ‘“‘scrubbing’” was 
reported to have been due to in- 
ability to retain pressure in the 
second-stage fuel system. 

The rocket carries a baby 6.4- 
inch satellite sphere in its nose. 
But the Navy says that the main 
aim of the test is to fire all three 
Vanguard stages for the first 
time, and that there is only a 
small chance that the sphere will 
be placed in an orbit around the 
earth. 


MIDNIGHT COUNTDOWN 


The ‘‘countdown” began shortly 
after midnight with the firing 
time hopefully set at 7:30 a.m. 
The ‘‘countdown” is a detailed 
check list of items that must be 
attended to at precisely timed 
intervals before launching. 

At 7:49, the count reached T 
(firing time) minus 5 minutes 
Then, at 7:50, trouble developed, 
and the count was held. 

The count was set back to T 
minus 36 and resumed at 11:03. 
But at 11:35, 
“hold” at T minus 3 minutes, 50 
seconds. 


That was it. At 12:54, the 
launching attempt was  aban- 
doned. 


The official announcement said: 

“Technical difficulties slowed 
the test to a point where it ex- 
ceeded the allowable point at 
which lox could safely remain 
in the Vanguard vehicle, neces- 
sitating a postponement.” 


LOX NO PERIL 


Lox is short for liquid oxygen, 
and is used for oxidizing the 
kerosene fuel in the first stage. 
A nitric acid oxidizer is used in 
the second stage. 

The reference to the period dur- 
ing which lox could safely be left 
in the vehicle did not imply any 
danger of an accident that might 
injure personnel. The danger in 
leaving lox in a tank too long is 
that, because of its extreme cold- 
ness, it is likely to cause mal- 
function of valves, electrical

Weight. Reduction 
And Neurosis 


Weight consciousness among 
Americans has made us a nation 
of neurotics on the subject. It is 
time to change our attitude and 
decide first whether any benefit 
will follow reducing. Too many in- 
dividuals take weight reduction so 
seriously their mind is preoccu- 
pied with calories. The tension 
created by the pressure to lose 
weight nullifies any health bene- 
fits slimness might produce. 


There is no doubt that in 
some, obesity is a handicap and 
affects longevity by encourag- 
ing high blood pressure, dia- 
betes, arteriosclerosis, and 
other diseases. 


Weight reduction does not nec- 
essarily correct all of these dis- 
orders, nor does it guarantee a 
longer and healthier life. Much 
depends upon the person, the diet, 
and the circumstances .that led 
to the portliness. 


Many men and women become 
so unhappy, nervous, restless, and 
irritable when weight is lost they 
are better off remaining chubby. 
Statistics show that these people 
soon regain any weight lost by 
dieting, despite the best medical 
advice. 


This must be a prevalent sit- 
uation because only 30 per cent 
of dieters remain slim after los- 
ing weight. 

The other 70 per cent seesaw 
back and forth, especially in 
April, when individuals change 
to spring clothes, and after La- 
bor Day, when there is a switch 
to winter clothes. Many stop diet- 
ing because they fail to feel and 
look as good as they thought they 
would. 


There is said to be a 10 per 
cent decrease in life expectancy 
for every 10 per cent increase 
over ideal weight. 


Many physicians raise the ques- 
tion as to what constitutes ideal 
weight. It must be judged on 
muscle build, the amount of fat 
under the skin, and the weight at 
which the individual performs 
best. 

Italians, for example, are prone 
to plumpness yet their incidence 
of hardening of the arteries is 
low. They tend to overeat foods 
high in carbohydrates. In this 
country the excess calories come 
from fat, which may explain why 
our tubbies develop more com- 
plications.

50 Prisoners Sleep on Floor of Packed Jail 


Fifty prisoners were forced to! 
sleep on floors at the Fulton 
County jail Wednesday night be- 
cause of overcrowding, according 
to Sheriff T. Ralph Grimes. 

The sheriff laid part of the 
blame on the accumulation of 
“more than 600 prisoners”’ on the 
State Dept. of Corrections. He 
said most of 103 prisoners at the 
jail, who have been tried and 
convicted, can’t be sent out be- 


cause the state has processed 
the sentences. 


J. B. Hatchett, assistant direc- 


liaison man employed by Fulton 
County to expedite the transfer 
of prisoners from the jail to state 
prisons. 

County Attorney Harold Sheats 
told county commissioners Wed- 
nesday he felt the sheriff's figures 
were “exaggerated by 50 today.” 

The attorney estimated there 
are about 540 prisoners in the 
jail, including those under sen- 
tence. He said prisoners have 
been “backing up” at the jail 
because bad weather has pre- 
vented counties from accepting 
them and because the state prison 
at Reidsville also has men sleep-

fines or post bonds. 

The sheriff also said the city 
had been boarding with the county 
large numbers of its prisoners 
convicted of state traffic of- 
fenses. 

Sheriff Grimes said the county’s 
prison bus had carried two loads of 
prisoners to Reidsville this week 
and another load of 30 probably 
will leave Thursday. 

“Forty or 530 will go out this

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Fewer Jobs for Graduates 
But the Able Aren’t Hurt

The backlash of the recession is making an indelible impression 
on this year’s crop of Georgia area college graduates. 

It is bringing an abrupt end to “‘carefree’’ campus days by pit- 
— seniors —. each other in the toughest battle for the fewest 
a ee job opportunities in nearly 10 years. 

Not since the recession of 1949 has the pre- 
mium been so dear on scholastic achievement 
and individual maturity. 


And nowhere is it being felt more than in 
the engineering schools, where for the first 
time since the start of the postwar boom, mere 
graduation does not guarantee a choice of top- 
paying jobs. 

Indeed, some ‘‘average” and many below- 

average student engineers will be pounding the 
pavements for weeks, perhaps months, after 
their diplomas are in hand. 
— Ironically, their classmates who pounded the 
books and worked their way to the top of the grade heap are find- 
ing keener industrial competition for their services than ever be- 
fore—and, therefore, higher pay. 

These are the facts gleaned in a week of interviewing corporate 
recruiters, college placement officials and 1958 graduating class

The recession has not brought good tidings to the poor student. 

But by the same token, it has not resulted in bad news for the 
good student. 

Many corporations are sending recruiters to the same campuses 
they visited last year and the year before, but they are no longer 
eager to hire any and every prospective graduate who wanders into 
the interview room. 

Many other firms are visiting only a half or two-thirds of the 
schools on their 1957 lists. 

There are some exceptions, but generally major industries have 
only half the job openings they had a year ago for March and June 
graduates. 

And the starting pay, except for the widely sought top students,

as last year. Average starting pay is $457, up about $10 over last 
year, and salaries range from $400 to $550. 


“There are plenty of jobs for students in the top third of their 
class. The recruiters are ... here's one, talk to him.” 


A General Motors man said that, nationally, his teams are look- 
ing for about 1,000 fresh engineering graduates, less than half of 
the 2,200 they went after in 1957. GM starting pay is about the 
same, $425 to $475, plus $110 quarterly cost-of-living increment. 

The Motorola man had just finished interviewing 40 Tech sen- 
iors in two days, but will only invite eight or 10 of them to a final 
plant visit interview. The rest were screened out by this year's 
more selective requirements. His company is recruiting at only 
27 campuses this year, just half as many as in 1957. 


A Republic Steel recruiter pointed out, “‘We’re now operating 
at pretty close to 50 per cent of capacity in our mills and recruit- 
ing. We’re looking for about 100 engineers from 90 schools. Last 
year, we hired 200 out of 100 schools.”’ 

These were typical. 

So was the representative of a major electronics and appliance 
manufacturer. This year he’s averaging about 17 interviews per 
campus, nearly double the number of students that showed interest

had no indication of a pinch from any companies as yet, 
don’t anticipate any trouble for our graduates this year.” 

Miss Anne Seawell, University of Georgia placement director, 
said about 220 companies are visiting the campus this vear, includ 
ing enough new ones to offset those that have cancelled out since 
the recession started. 

However, she added, nearly all that are coming here plan to 
hire fewer graduates than in 1957 

She said, ‘““Both students and recruiters are being more selec- 
tive. A typical recruiter commented, ‘We're not going to hire as 
many this year, so we want extra good ones.’ ”’ 

Miss Seawell also noted that ‘58 Georgia graduates in teach- 
ing, accounting and secretarial fields will find “plenty of jobs,” 
and that the demand for sales work is at least as good as last year. 

Placement is no problem at Georgia State College in Atlanta, 
the nation’s fifth largest school of business administration. Dr. 
James E. Chapman, now in the midst of building up recruitment at 
the downtown campus, says that over 90 per cent of its students 
work their way through and already hold permanent jobs before 
graduation.
